At Habana, April 18, 1914, 1 case in the outer part of the 
city; April 22, 1 case in a new focus; and April 23, 1 case in the 
same focus. At Artemisa, a town situated 35 miles from Habana, 
April 22, 1 case. The total number of cases notified in Cuba to April 
23, 1914, was 13, of which 12 were in Habana.
